It  was  there  the 
carollera  claimed  to  have  seen  her 
spectre  nine  years  ago.  They  didn't 
•ee  It  in  1938  and  no  carols  were 
sung  during  the  war.

1*346  The  first 
step  towards  eventual  world  disarmament, 
the  decision  to  wrest  nucU-.tr  energy  by 
atomic  fission  out  of  war  and  to  hold  it  for 
peace,  and  a definite  structure  for  world  co* 
operation  among  fifty  five  peace  - loving 
states,  have  all  come  from  the  recent  Jelibcra* 
tions  of  the  nations  at  New  York  Nor  has 
any  one  nation  the  credit  lor  having  proposed 
all  of  these  things  On  the  contrary,  the 
solutions  so  far  reached  have  stemmed  from 
r>ixn  discussion  around  a common  board. 
T here  is  encouragement  in  that. 

1 txre  IS  no  gams.tying  tlir  tact  that  to  the 
people  of  the  world  any  move  towards 
gradual  wuzJd  disarmament  wdl  be  right 
welcome.  They  Know  that  a state  of  armed 
truce  Would  be  doubly  dangerous  in  a world 
that  has  learned  to  use  arms  all  too  clrverly. 
They  realize,  loo.  that  big  steps  can  only  be 
taken  one  at  a time;  fhat  first  comes  the  agree- 
ment to  reduce  arms,  then  the  supervised  re- 
duction. and  one  day  the  limitation  of 
offensive  weapons,  which  can  gradually  be 
broadened  as  the  world  proves  ready  for  that. 
The  decision  to  act  is  the  real  encouragement, 
and  that  has  been  taken  before  the  world. 

✓ While  dispute  over  fcnmulas  may  confuse 
the  result,  the  nations  have  also  agreed  that 
the  latest  gift  of  Kicntific  research  must  be 
used  for  peaceful  arts,  and  not  for  war.  Any 
power  so  great  as  that  implied  in  nuclear 
energy  must  be  held  in  trust  for  all  mankind. 
Its  release  in  war  was  perhaps  inevitable.  Its 
confinement  to  saner  and  safer  channels  now 
may  tax  all  of  the  wits  of  human  inventive- 
ness. but  that  result  must  come.  Say  what 
one  will,  there  is  no  real  difference  there 
between  nation  and  nation.  They  all  seek 
the  same  result-  Muirity  and  freedom  from 
the  fear  ctf  sudden  destruction. 

Less  spotlighted,  but  perhaps  in  the  end  of 
greater  importance  than  all  else,  has  bcin  the 
structure  of  the  United  Nations  whUh  has 
now  come  into  full  operation  as  a result  of 
these  sessions  ^'iih  the  Cxneral  Assembly, 
the  Security  Council  and  the  Iniernaiionai 
Court  on  top.  there  exists  today  a definite 
machinery  for  co-operation  and  understand- 
ing which  was  totally  lacking  before.  Under 
the  Security  Council  are  the  Atomic  Energy 
Commission:  the  Military  Staff  Committee: 
and  the  pledged  contingents  of  the  world. 
Under  ttfe  General  Assembly  are  the  Trustee- 
ship Council,  Economic  and  Social  Council: 
Educational.  Scientific  and  Cultural  Organi- 
zation; Food  and  Agricultural  Organization; 
International  1 abor  Organization;  Interna- 
tional Civil  Aviation  Organi/.iiion . Inter- 
national Bank  and  Monetary  Fund:  World 
Health  Organization  and  the  International 
Refugee  Organization. 

Accordingly  as  man  uses  this  machinery 
in  the  spirit  of  the  United  Nations'  Charter 
will  the  peace  he  desiies  so  earnesllv  both 
grow  and  flower.

As  broken  communuation  lines  arc  re- 
paired. the  world  is  learning  something  of  the 
appalling  damage  done  by  the  earthquake 
and  tidal  waves  on  the  main  islands  of  Japan- 
Yesterday  the  death  toll  .stood  at  1.125  per- 
sons. with  ses’cral  thousand  other  people 
said  to  have  hern  rendeml  homeless  1 bis 
is  not  man's  doing  in  war,  but  t*ne  of  those 
sudden  disasters  whi«h  follow  the  ptriodic 
and  inevitable  readjustment  of  the  eartli's 
crust  to  changing  pressures. 

Mad  the  quake  occurred  in  Canaila.  all 
agencies  today  would  he  hard  at  work  seeing 
what  could  be  done  to  relieve  the  growing 
burden  of  human  distress  which  has  resulted. 
Now  is  the  lime  to  .show  that  our  sympathies 
have  not  been  deadened  by  the  war.  One 
is  certain  that  if  a call  were  made  by  the 
Canadian  Red  Cross  it  would  be  responded 
to  wholeheartedly  by  Canadians  Should 
outside  help  be  needed,  the  offer  of  Canada  s 
assistance  should  be  extended,  as  we  feet  sure 
that  it  will  be  through  official  channels  at 
Ottawa. 

Current  reports  indicate  that  what  it  is 
possible  to  do  at  the  moment  is  being  done  in 
the  stricken  areas  by  the  Allied  forces  of 
occupation  That,  however  will  not  be  the 
final  settlement.  There  will  remain  perhaps 
thousands  of  homeless  people  to  feed,  clothe 
and  rchuttSf  for  the  Winter  It  is  there,  likely, 
that  some  outside  suistance  will  be  necessary. 
Meanwhile.  Canada  should  express  its  sym- 
pathy with  the  victims  of  the  inundated 
penbiBuIa.  and  stand  ready  to  help  with 
whatever  can  be  done  to  rehabilitair  thoM 
families  left  homeless  in  the  crisis 

In  one  sens#,  the  Western  nations  will  be 
watched  in  thu  circumstance,  and  will  be 
judged  on  bow  they  react  to  the  misery  that 
has  befallen  a former  enemy,  outside  of  the 
war  and  apart  from  anything  humanity 
could  do  10  prevent  tl.  A ready,  wiilini  and 
sincere  response  on  the  pan  of  the  relief 
tgencics  of  Western  nations  might  go  far  in 


for  the  bodies  of  such  of  its  personnel  as  are 
still  missing,  although  listed  as  believed 
killed.  Over  many  lands  and  in  many  odd 
corners  of  the  globe  a special  unit  pursues 
the  task  of  inquiry  and  location.  It  is  a 
difficult  one  Many  of  the  10.000  Canadian 
airmen  originally  posted  at  missing  may 
never  be  found,  their  aircraft  perhaps  having 
disappeared  m one  of  the  seven  seas  over 
which  they  flew,  or  under  circumstances  that 
preclude  discovery 

'I  be  Army  and  the  Navy  have  completed 
their  similar  missions,  easier  of  accomplish- 
ment because  of  the  more  limited  arras  of 
operations  involving  their  personnel.  The 
desire  of  Canada  that  the  consolation  to  rela- 
tives of  identified  burial  may  be  given  is 
what  keeps  the  Air  Force  busy  in  its  search. 
This  nation  seeks  to  pay  the  last  respects  to 
those  men  who  served  so  valiantly  by  re- 
covering their  bodies,  and  re-burying  them 
with  honor  in  cemeteries  where  their  graves 
will  be  cared  for  in  perpetuity  by  the  Imperial 
War  Graves  Commission. 

It  is  fitting  that  no  effort  should  be  spared 
to  make  this  last  gesture  to  men  who  gave 
their  lives  for  Canada.  The  search  cannot  go 
on  indefinitely,  but  while  there  is  hope  of 
discovery  the  painstaking  pursuit  of  clues 
and  infiirmation  that  may  lead  to  location 
of  a lost  flyer  is  a responsibility  resting  upon 
this  country.  1‘or  its  own  pan.  the  R C A F. 
can  be  relied  upon  to  withhold  no  energy  in 
carrying  out  what  to  it  must  be  a sacred  task. 
Legation  of  the  grave  of  even  one  missing 
man  means  much  to  his  next  of  kin 

Floutiiip  Supemtition 

According  to  a news  report,  the  Byrd  ex- 
pedition to  the  Antarctic  will  defy  an  ancient 
maritime  superstition  by  attempting  to  shoot 
a wandering  albatross,  that  large  sea-bird 
imnioriali/ed  in  Coleridge's  "Ancient  Mar- 
iner'*  This  flouting  of  an  age-old  inhibi- 
tion will  be  done  in  the  iniorcsts  of  the 
Smithsonian  Institution,  which  presumably 
desires  to  add  a specimen  of  this  remark- 
able bird  to  its  fish  and  game  section.  The 
age  of  Kience  has  grown  so  meticulous  that 
not  even  the  reputed  friend  of  old-time 
sailors  is  safe  from  its  too  pressing  attention. 

It  seems  that  special  permission  had  to  be 
received  from  the  Admiral  ccimnunding  the 
ships  of  the  expedition.  Apparently  he  and 
the  sailors  aboard  his  ships  do  not  believe 
in  the  legend  that  bad  luck  follows  the 
kilting  of  an  albatross.  This  must  be  a 
sign  of  the  times,  for  all  previous  American 
Antarctic  expeditions  were  careful  to  observe 
the  tradition,  and  no  permission  was  ever 
given  for  any  such  violation  in  the  past  al- 
though it  had  been  xsked  more  than  -once. 

The  albatross  is  one  of  the  most  remark- 
able birds  known  to  ornithologists.  It  roves 
far  and  w’iiic  over  the  Southern  seas  It  h.is 
long  been  believed  that  it  brought  good  luck 
to  the  ship  it  followed,  particularly  among 
seamen  of  sailing  ships,  to  whom  its  presence 
was  deemed  to  presage  favorable  winds.  No 
doubt  since  ships  now  move  irrespective  of 
nature's  aids  the  services  of  a lucky  omen 
can  be  dispensed  with.  I'hcre  will  still  be 
some  mariners,  however,  who  will  read  the 
news  item  with  misgivings 

Ships  do  not  need  feathered  guides  any 
more.  The  albatross  used  to  be  one.  its 
departure  from  the  vessel  signifying  that 
land  was  near,  even  though  it  may  have  been 
invisible.  Radar  and  other  mechanical  de- 
vices solve  (his  problem  nowadays,  of  course. 
Nevertheless  some  sailors  may  continue  to 
think  it  is  a pity  museums  have  to  be  kept 
full.
